Some reason for 


optomism 


To shake off the disapp- 
ointments of 1970 and launch 
the New Year with proper 
optim’sm, consider this 
forecast; 1971 will bringthe 
largest advance in the 
volume of economic activi- 
ty since 1966, 

The forecast was made by 
a high-powered group of 
economists working with 
computers and econometric 
models at the University of 
Toronto’s Institute for 
Policy Analysis. 

After a good record for 
accuracy in 1970, they now 
predict a six per cent real 
rise in 1971 - more than 
twice the rate of increase 
during the past 12 months, 

Among the bright expec- 
tations, the Financial Post 
points out that consumer 
spending, propelled by a 20 
per cent advance in outlays 
for durables such as cars, 
will go up 10 per cent in 
1971 as against a five per 


cent rise in 1970, 
Expenditures on new 
housing, dowa seven per cent 
in 1970, should increase 
nearly 18 per cent in 1971. 
Exports, with a record 
12 per cent jump in 1970, 
may well crown this by a 
further 10 per cent increase 
Outlays by business on 
new plant and equipment 
could rise eight per cent = 
nine per cent, vs 1970’s 
fractional decline. 
Qualifying the optimism 
however, the Institute fore- 
casts that the present high 
level of unemployment in 
Canada may not drop, Des= 
pite the faster pace of act- 
ivity, The Financial Post 
comments, the proportion 
of jobless in the work force 
may stick around the six 
per cent mark, In the early 
stages of a recovery, ex- 
perience shows, sales are 
usually expanded without 
large additions to staff.
